E G annett, newspaper publisher, and 
W alter W Morey of East Orange N 
j., brings to the history 
of printing 
one more great 
revolutionizing 
in­ 
fluence. 
The new device combines two 
of 
the most 
amazing 
inventions 
in 
the newspaper 
trade— the 
linotype 
machine and the teletype, 
or 
tele­ 
graph'-typewriter. 
The linotype machine, 
as every­ 
body knows, 
is a m achine that sets 
type in solid m etal slugs of one line 
each. 
Its invention did away with 
the old method of setting type by 
hand, which had existed 
since 
the 
days of Gutenberg, and made pos­ 
sible the rapid printing of the mod­ 
ern big city newspaper. 
The tele­ 
type, by which an operator in one 
city can work a typewriter in a city 
across the continent, is beginning to 
replace the old-style telegraph 
in­ 
strum ent in newspaper offices, bring­ 
ing greater speed and accuracy to 
the transm ission of news. 
Uses PerforaU*d Tape 
This 
new 
invention—the 
T ele­ 
typesetter—combines these two de­ 
vices. 
The operator of the 
sending 
ap­ 
paratus has 
a 
news story 
before 
him. 
He copies it ofT on his m a­ 
chine, which has 
a keyboard 
like 
th a t of a typewriter. This perforates 
a tape, and the perforations govern 
the electrical 
impulses 
which 
are 
transm itted to the receiving set in a 
distant city. 
On the receiving set 
is 
another 
tape, 
which 
receives 
perforations 
identical with 
those on the tape of 
the sending set. 
This tape 
is 
fed 
through 
an 
apparatus 
which 
Is 
connected with 
the 
linotype 
m a­ 
chine, 
and 
the 
impulses 
received 
through 
the 
perforations 
in

tape depress the proper keys on the 
m achine and cast the type in the de­ 
sired m anner. 
For the convenience 
of the editor, a typewritten record Is 
made simultaneously, and there is an 
editing perforator which permits him 
to make such changes in the copy as 
he sees fit.

York City, for instance, to set type 
simultaneously 
in 
the 
composing 
rooms of 
a dozen

Sea ttle. The great sav­ 
ing in time and labor is obvious. 
History of Printing 
The whole history of printing lias 
been a story of new inventions, each , 
making tire process of putting words 
on papers less slow and laborious. 
The Chinese load devised 
movable 
types by as early as 925 A. D . but j 
the absence of an alphabet ham tier­ 
ed them and prevented their art of j 
printing from having any 
real 
in ­ 
fluence 
on 
the 
a rt 
in the western ! 
world. In Europe, all writings were 
written down on parchm ent by hand, 
although initial letters, pictures and 
the like were carved on 
blocks 
and 
stamped on the paper. 
It was in 1438 th a t Gutenberg be­ 
gan printing with movable type, and 
ten years later lie established a shop 
a t Mainz, Germany. 
In 1462 Mainz 
was sacked by invading soldiers and 
the 
printers 
scattered 
all 
over 
Europe, carrying knowledge of their 
a rt to other countries. 
William C&x- 
ton set up England’s 
lirst, 
printing 
press in 1477, and the first press in 
the new world was set up at Mexico 
City in 1540, with Harvard College 
establishing the first one in the Eng­ 
lish colonies in 1638. 
M a chine s Inve nte d in 1 8 3 8 . 
In the 16th century n*en learned 
how to cast type instead of making 
it by hand, but the 
old

Machines to cast type did not come 
into use until 1838. 
Demands for increased speed made 
it obvious that the
